Origion of Radium 

Of the: Various problems raised by 
the discovery of radium and its as- 
sociates, all but two have now been 
solved, said Prof. Frederick Soddy in 
his recent discourse at the Royal in- 
stitution, The two remaining pu 
zles are the origin, and the ultimate 
disintegration products of uranium 
and thorium. These two primary 
radio-active elements are the only 
ones changing slowly enough to ac- 
count for the maintenance of radium 
in the earth, and the only ones with 
specific gravities higher than tat of 
radium, Ag it is highly improbable 
that radium is the result of a union 
of two or more elements, it follows 
that the physicist must look to uran- 
lum or thorium as its source, 

In order to test the percentage of 
radium, Prof. Soddy nine years ago 
purified some uranium (from radium) 
and set it aside in a closed vessel. 
After a year and a half he -found 
a trace of radium in the vessel, but 
only a thousandth part of the amount 
that should have accumulated theor- 
etically. The non-appearance of rad- 
jum Professor Soddy explained by the 
assumption that an intermediate pro- 
duct occurs between uranium and 
radium. He began further isolation 
experiments in 1905 to test this hy- 
pothesis, The result of these has 
been the conclusion that the radium 
found was the result of small quan- 
tities of fonium not removed during 
the preliminary purification. Ion- 
{um is a substance discovered by 
Bottwood, in America, and Keelman 
in Germany, in uranium minerals (and 
at first assumed to be actinium), 
which: generates radium at a rapid 
rate. Chemicallly, it appears to be 
identical with thorium. 


Soldiers Killed by Tight Belts 

The risk of soldiers wearing tight 
belts was emphasized at a Hackney 
inquest on William Dixon, who for 
seventeen years was in the Duke of 
Cornwall's Light Infantry, and served 
in the South African war. 

He died suddenly and unexpectedly 
and medical evidence showed death 
to be due to an eneurism, or swell- 
ing of the main artery leading from 
the heart. 

The coroner said this state of things 
curiously enough, was often associa- 
ted with men who had been in the 
army, and had not been subjected to 
any great strain after. In the army 
the complaint was rather common.

THUMB PRINTS NOT NEW. 


They Seem to Have Been Used in 
China Centuries Ago. 

The general public has supposed 
that the thumb print system is some- 
thing new that scientists have devised 
for purposes of identification. Such, 
however, seems not to be the c 
says Popular Mechanics. Investiga- 
tion has revealed the fact that the 
system originated with the Chinese. 

For. hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of years, the merchants of China have 
used impressions of their thumbs in 
lieu of signatures. To this day in the 
interior of Chinr the thumb print is 
used on legal documents, especially 
wills, in place of the written name. 

The use of finger prints was trans- 
ferred trom Chinr, to India, where the 
British adopted the system as a 
means of identifying the native troops. 
From that the custom became gen- 
eral in the British military service, 
not only in India, but throughout the 
United Kingdom. 

It was introduced in the police de 
partments of Great Britain by urmy 
officers, who returned from foreign 
service to take positions in the police 
headquarters, Its use Has become 
universal in the British Empire—so 
Much so that every man or woman 
who has ever been in the custody of 
the police ‘has his finger prints on 
file In the department. The finger 
print records of Scotland Yard are 
the most complete of any in the 
world.

all go to confirm the backwardness of 
the season and the delay to seasonable 
spring work. From other sources we 
have further reports and evidence 
that there will he a considerable de- 
crease in the acreage under spring 
wheat in the Dakotas and Minnesota 
for the present season, Several things 
combine to cause the decrease. There 
is the decrease in plowing last fall 
owing to bad weather, and there are 
the high prices for corn, oats, barley, 
flax and potatoes. There is the dif- 
ficullty of getting real good seed 
wheat owing to so much of last year's 
spring wheat being badly frosted and 
damaged by the abnormally late and 
wet harvest season. ‘There is the 
natural inclination or desire which 
has in recent years been increasing 
among grain growers to diversify their 
crops, and that has been greatly stim- 
ulated during the past year by the 
extension of scientific information 
and teaching on the part of public au- 
thorities, such as the state govern- 
ment institutions, and even by the 
management of the big railways. 
These have recognized the fodlishness 
of continual wheat cropping year af- 
ter year on the same land, because on 
the older lands {t has a diminishing 
yield, not only to the disadvantage of 
the grain grower but a detriment to 
every interest connected with the 
grain growing distrjcts. Only by the 
bringing of more new lands under cul- 
tivation can a profitable increase in 
wheat growing in the American north- 
west take place. During the past 
week the weather over the United 
States and Western Canadian spring 
wheat country has continued back- 
ward and wet, which has prevouted 
progress In seedmg and th farm work 
generally, It fs not too late yet for 
most of the delay to be made up if 
the weather will only. become sleady 
and fine, but any further continuation 
of unfavorable conditions will sert- 


ously affect the prospect of this 
year’s crop over the spring wheat 
country. Lake navigation at Ameri- 


can and Canadian lake ports was fully 
opened at the end of last week and 
the pent up grain which has been ac- 
cumulating in the lake port cievators 
{s now being rushed eastward, and 
will soon go out of sight, and appear 
no more jn huge visible stocks. The 
movement from the interior both in 
the United States and Canada is be- 
coming, moderate, and while usually 
a& goodly increase in interfor move- 
ment takes place after farmers are 
through with spring work, we do not 
expect this will occur in the same 
proportion this summer, The progress 
of the crops in Europe seems to be 
Normal as far as recent reports go; 
there is, however, a large demand 
from France and Italy for foreign 
wheat at the present time, which is 
not unlikely caused by some appre- 
hension of less favorable prospect for 
yield !n these countries, than appears 
on the surface. ~ World's shipments 
will probably after this week be con- 
siderably less during summer than 
they were a year ago. 

Our Winnipeg market continues in 
a good, healthy condition, Naviga- 
tion at Fort William and Port Arthur 
opened on the 3rd inst., and several 
million bushels of wheat which had 
been stored in vessels’ in the harbors 
cleared at once for the east. This 
week several million more bushels 
are going out of the clevators, and 
before many days a large decrease in 
the quantity in store will be seen 
Large deliveries of May wheat 
through the option market. were made 
the first days of the month without 
in any way disturbing the market, 
Today owing to the easiness in the 
United States markets after the is- 
suing of the May crop report, our 
prices declined 3-4c to 1c, but the un- 
dertone continues strong and we look 
for a quick recovery in prices and a 
gradual advance to a higher level as 
the season advances.

frid Laurier was being put In place In 


the rotunda of the Chateau Laurter,

off. 


Paul Chevre, the sculptor who 
designed the bust, and travelled all 
the way from Paris to see it put in 
place, was greatly disturbed on ac- 
count of the accident, but has man- 
aged to repair the damage. 

The bust was at one time reported 
to have gone down with the Titanic 
the ship in which Chevre sailed and 
from which he was rescued. Chey- 
re, however, had shipped his work of 
art on the La Bretagne, and it ar- 
rived safely. 


Unrest Reported M British Navy 

London.—According to the Daily 
Chronicle the present unrest among 
the sallors in the British navy is due 
to dissatisfaction with the conditions 
of the service, and especially in_re- 
ference to pay and punishments, This 
complaint has become so acute that 
petty officers and men in the service 
are contemplating a breach of the 
King’s regulations by forming them- 
selves into a trade union, 

The writer makes a long statement 
in this connection which the paper 
prints conspicuously, He says it is 
time for the nation and the naval au- 
thorities to realize that if the ad 
miralty does not start immediately to 
reform the legitimate grievances of 
these 100,000 men, or {f the country | 
does not compel the authorities to 
measure out at least justice, the rank 
and file of the navy will form an as- 
sociation which will be strong enough 
to demand redress by methods with 
which the industrial history of the 
last year or two has made the coun- 
try painfully familtar, 


Can't Find Comet. 


tondon.—The astronomers at Green- 
wood observatory have been unable to 
find a comet which was reported by 
Kiel Astronomical bureau to have been 
seen on May 10 in the constellation 
Cygnus. The Ktel observatory gave 
hours 3 minutes 20 seconds, north de- 
clination 21 degrees and 24 minutes. 

F. W. Dyson, the astronomer Royal, 
said that he had beep asked by the 
Kiel Asstronomical bureau to verify 
observations. He had made every ef- 
fort, but did not think tue comet was 
there, and repleid to Kiel that nothing 
had been found within seven degrees 
of the position given for the comet 
except a nebula.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson Vill—Second Quarter, for 
May 26, 1912, 
THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES 


Text of the Lesson Mee, v, 33-37; 
Jas. lil, 1-2; v, 12—Memory Verses, 
34-36—Golden Text, Eph. iv, 25, R, 
Vv. Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
O. M. Stearns, 


The topic of today's lesson {a 
“Truthfulness,” but from the first and 
last Scripture selections {t would 
seem to be a warning agutnst swear: 
hg or, taking the three passages, A 
lesson on the control of the tongue. 
The essential thing is a right relation 
to God, who Is the God of truth (Isa. 
ixv. 16), whose throne is heaven. His 
footstool the earth and Jerusalem His 
special city, the city of the great 
King. That title makes us think of 
Mal. 1, 12-24, where He complains ot 
the deceit of His people in bringing 
Him offerings they would not bring 
to an earthly ruler, and he said, “l am 
&@ great King * * * and my name is 
dreadful among the nations.” In Mal. 
li, 1, 2, He said that there would be a 
curse if they did not lay it to heart 
to-give glory to His name. Some- 
times men are so honored by others 
that it fe said of such a one, “That 
man's word {sas good as. his bond.” 
How much more should the word of 
God suffice as the firmest possible 
foundation on which to rest. “For. 
ever, O Lord, thy word fs settled in 
heaven.” “Hath He said and shall 
He not do it?” “The Lord of Hosts 
hath swarn, saying, Surely a3 I have 
thought so shal! it come to pass, and 
as I havc purposed so shall it stand” 
(Ps. exix, 89; Num. xxiii, 19; Isa. xiv, 
24). The more we meditate upon Him 
and upon such words concerning Him 
the more we shall become like Him 
in word and deed, Beholding as in 
a glass the glory of the Lord, we shall 
be changed into the same image from 
glory to glory as by the Spirit of the 
Lord (II. Cor. fil, 18), and thus be 
more manifestly children of our Fath- 
er who is in heaven. 

This cannot be till we have been 
born from above and have thus be- 
come children of God, standing before 
Him in Hts righteousness, as we 
learned last week. James in his epls- 
tle is as clear about the new birth 
and the manner of it as is Peter or 
Paul or our Lord Himself (Jas. {, 18, 
22; I. Pet. i, 23; John iii), but the 
Spirit through James lays special em: 
phasis on the need of a manifestation 
of such words and works on the part 
of saved people that those who cannot 
read the heart, as God does, may see 
in daily life the reality of the faith 
that saves. If a company of believ- 
ers are asked to repeat the verse be- 
ginning, “This is a faithful saying,” 
{t would be an almost unheard of oc- 
eurrence for some-ote-to ask; ““W ; 
please?” but with one consent all 
would repeat I. Tim. 1, 15, and not 
one in fiffy or a hundred would think 
of Tit. ill, 8, for it seems to be almost 
an unknown saying, but it is so im-" 
portant. James’ great point in chap- 
ter li 1s that a mere word of mouth, 
a mere “say so,” does not amount to 
anything necessarily; it must be a 
heart word, which will show itself in 
the life, for “with the heart man be 
Heveth unto righteousness, and with 
the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation” (Rom. x, 10). In our les- 
son he speaks of the power of the 
tongue for good or evil and uses as 
illustrations no great creature like a 
horse controlled and turned where the 
driver pleases by the bit in his mouth, 
and also a great ship guided by a 
very small helm, Even so the 
tongue, though a very small member 
of the body, can accomplish a great 
| deal of good or evil, and while many 
kinds of creatures can be tamed, the 
tongue can no man tame or woman 
either, But there is one who can sud- 
|}due and control tt. It is not right 
that from the same mouth there 
should flow sweet water and bitter, 
and if the Lord Himself is the foun- 
tain in us it will not be so, and He 
}can stop the other fountain from which 
the bitter comes. Salvation is wholly 
of God, whether It be the gift of eter- 
nal life or living out that life day by 
day. We are as utterly helpless In 
the one as in the other. He must 
|do it all. It fs ours to receive Him 
and be saved and then to let Him 
rule in us. As we yield fully to Him 
we find that He {s able to subdue. 

If Job, who is mentioned in con- 
nection with the last verse ‘of our 
lesson could under very great trial 
reject his wife's proposal that he 
curse God and dle (Job il, 9), there 
is equal grace for every tried one, 
and God is able to make all grace 
abound toward us that we may have 
all sufficiency in all things (II. Cor. 
ix, 8). Our tongues will be used by 
God or the devil as we yield to one 
or the other, as in the case of Simon 
Peter (Matt. xvi, 16, 17, 22, 28). “He 
that keepeth his mouth keepeth his 
life,” And -‘Whoso keepeth his 
mouth and his tongue keepeth his 
| soul from troubles” (Proy. xifi, 3; xxi, 
23). It is well to act often, acctrding 
to Ps. xxxvill, 18, “I as a deaf man 
heard not, and I was as a dumb man 
that openeth not his mouth.” It Is 
well to pray always (Ps, xix, 14; exli, 
8). Self confidence we must always 
avoid, but when weak and consclously 
so we will find his grace sufficient. 
He will not fai! those who rely upon 
Him.
